WINNIPEG’S SENSATION. 


An Attack in tho House on Premier 
Greonway's Private Character, 


Winnirea, Feb, 8—Tho Legislature ro- 
assombled this evening and the actual work 
of tho session began with the discussion of 
the address in reply to the Speech from the 
Throne, The public galleries wore crowded, 
Potitions were presonted from a numbor of 
municipalities by the French members pro- 
testing against the proposed abolition of 
separate schools, 

Attorney-General Martin gave notice that 
ho would introduce the now Municipal Bill 
‘Wednesday, 

Sensation was created by tho bring- 
ing up of a certain scandal affecting 
Premior Greonway which has been the theme 
of whispered conversations in Winnipeg for 
some days. It was brought up by B. J. 
‘Wood, member for Cypress, on a ques- 
tion of privilege. Mr. Wood said that

Attorney- 
General Martin jumped to his feet and rafsed 
the point of order that the matter in ques- 
tion was not one which could be 
brought up as a question of privilogp 
by Mr, Wood. Any mombor could rise 
to a question of privilege about matters 
reflecting on himself, but another member 
could not do it for him, Only the person 
affected could bring up such a motion in this 
way and others would have to follow another 
procedure and bring it upas a motion, of 
which notice would have to be given, 
Speaker Winram sustained the objection, 
contending that this resolution had reference

The depression in this in- 
dustry mentioned in the address was, of 
course, greatly to be regretted. The reasons 
leading to that depression were manifold, 
but the great and paramount cause was the 
competition in cereals induced by the foreign 
market supply. Now, tho quostion was not 
one of distance; distance in fact lad well- 
nigh been annihilated by oloctricity and rail- 
ways, and now it was not a question of miles, 
but of so many cents per bushel. To com 
pete with this new foreign fleld scomed al- 
most an impossibility. Yet was thero 
something upon which to congratulate our 
selves—our farmers were now turning their 
att®ntion to the raising of cattlo, the products 
of the dairy, and thereby creating for them- 
selves an ample compensation for the loss 
they may sustain through the compotition in 
cereals, 


Tho question of onerous taxation heaped 
upon the farmer was also dealt with, He 
could scarce build a house ora barn but he 
must be subject to an almost unnecessary 
taxation, 

Mr. Mackenzie was glad that the Govern 

ent had undertaken to assistcounty houses 
ofrefuge. This aid oxtended by the Govern: 
ment would be a means of establishing houses 
of refuge in almost all the counties of the 
province, 

Dr. Gilmour of West York seconded the 
resolution for the adoption of tho address, 
Ho gracefully complimented tho moyer upon 
his oratorical effort, and then referring tothe 
agricultural question, spoke of the great im- 
portance of dairy industry as some compen: 
sation for the loss sustained in tho cultivas 
tion of cereals. The farming vocation was a 
highly honorable one, “If you take history,” 
said Dr, Gilmour, “yon will find that the 
first man God ever eroated was a farmer.” 
‘Tho farmers of Ontario had also listened to 
the allurements of a tempter who had not 
his best interest at heart, but unlike Adam 
j he had the power to: rectify hix mistake, 
The mining interest was also touchéd upon, 
the rich possessions of the Port Arthur coun~ 
try and of the whole territory extending 
from Sudbury to the western limit of On- 
tario, 

Another great advantage we possess was 
the easy and convenient railway transit all 
through that country. The work of the min- 
ing commission recently appointed was com- 
mended and confidenco expressed that the

| couragement to opening up these rich regions, 
Tho attack upon the ‘Ross Bible” was brief-

tent quieted the boy; but in a few days his 
mind became settled, and he seemed rational, 
conversing with bis friends and relatives, 
while the past was a perfect: blank, and so he 
has remained up to the present time, 
Symptoms of meningitis, however, sot in 
our hours of the accident, 
ond the little pationt suffered groat pain. 
For four weeks scarcely any food passed his 
lips, ho having no appetite, and rejecting 
tho most simple diet. Ho wasted away 80 
badly that he became a living skeloton. 
Equally as quick, and in an unaccountable 
way, his appetite returned one morning, and 
andattho present time he is ravenous for 
food, Many physicians have visited him and

The following circular, which has been 
issued by Mr. Samuel Wilmot, Superin- 
tendent of Fish Oulture for Oanada, will 
be found self-explanatory: 4 

In consequence of the increasing number 
of applications for young fish, and for the 
distribution of fry from the Government 
Hatcheries, the following regulations have 
been made by the Dopartment;— 

Hereafter no application can bo enter- 
tained unless these regulations are strictly 
adhered to, and the application made at the 
time specified. 

All applications must be mado upon a 
blank form, a specimen of which is hereto 
appended. The forms may _be obtained 
on application to the Superintendent of 
Fish Sultare, Departmont of Fisheries, 

Ottawa, or from the varions Inspectors of 
Fishories and officers in charge of Hatcher- 
ies throughout Canada. 

DIRECTIONS. , 

Tho appended form of application for 
procuring young fish, and directions for 
planting them, is given to all persons who 
are desirous of applying for fry of such de- 
scriptions as are bred at the several Goy- 
ernment Hatcheries. 

It is requisite that the appended blank 
form shall be intelligibly filled in, and the 
directions strictly adhered to by all appli- 
cants, in order to insure successful resulta 
from the action of the Government and 
from such persons asare desirous of re- 

lenishing the waters of the country with 
increased supplies of fishes. 

All applications for fry, or ova, of any 
description must be made in writing on or 
before the fiirst day of February of the 
yearin which they may be required, ad- 
dressed to the Dopartmont of Fisheries, 
Fish Cultural Branch, at Ottawa. If not 
made upon the appended form, ono will be 
forthwith sent to the applicant, which must 
be promptly returned duly filled up, whon 
in due time the applicant will bo notified 
of the quantity of fry that may be alloted 
to him, and the time when, and the man- 
ner in which the young fish are to be ob- 
tained by him. 

Special attention must be given by all 
persons receiving young fish to their being 
carefully and properly planted, They must 
not be thrown out by the pails fall, so to 
speak, in one spot, but spread, thinly over 
long areas, in well selected parts, of rivers, 
lakos, streams or other waters. 

Salmon fry (Salmo Salar) must be caro- 
fully distributed on the gravelly beds of 
rivers and streams, far up and near to their 
sources as possible where the water is pure 
and cold, with a tomporature not exceeding 
60 or 65 degrees. : 

Salmon Trout and White Fish try, in or- 
der to thrive well, should be planted out 
on the shoals and reefs of deep lakes, hay- 
ing pure cold water of a temperature ran- 
ging under 64 degrees, 

Speckled Trout should be put in the cold 
rapid parts of brooks or larger streams, on 
gravel beds in sheltered places. Ponds 
and lakes fed by springs aro also woll adapt- 
ed for them. They will not thrive well 
in waters of a temperature above 60 de- 
gree 

Pickerel (Dore) and Black Bass may bo 
planted in waters more sluggish, warmer 
and less pure in their nature than is ro- 
quired for tho salmonoid species previously 
mentioned, 

Special attention must be given by all 
applicants to the foregoing directions, 

It may be added that if for private wat- 
ers all expense connected with transport 
and planting of young fish must bo paid by 
tho applicant,and that applicants for speck- 
lod trout fry will be charged a moderato 

rice per thousand to cover coat of eggs and 

hatching.

Thave special satisfaction in congratulat 
ing you on the passing of an Act by tho Tm 
porial Parliamont since your last session, 
confirming and giving et to the decision 
of ‘Hor Majoaty's Privy Counoil, in Auguat 
1884, respecting the westerly boundary of 
tho Province, and finally settling the north 
erly boundary os woll as tho westorly in 
substantial accordance with tho award of 
the arbitrators in 1878 Tho people of On 
tario cannot but experience a feoling of re 
lief that wo have at last reached tho final 
stage of thinlong protracted dispute betwoon 
the Province and the Dominion, and that 
the territorial limits claimed by the province 
have been definitely secured for all time. 

I regrot that owing to tho attitude of the 
Dominion with respect to tho queation of 
interest, there now appears little probabil: 
ity of a sottlomont of accounts betweon the 
two governments being arrived at through 
negotiation, and proposals have accordingly 
been mado on tho part of tke Province to 
rofor to arbitration tho points in dispute. 
The correspondence on the subject will be 
laid before you, 

It is also a mattor of disappointment 
that the Quebec Government declines to 
concur in any arrangement for settling our 
differences as to the Jand improvement 
fund, and steps have in consequence beon 
taken to haye them settled throngh tho 
courte, 

I rogret that the agricultural industry, 
the most important in the province, is atill 
inadepressed condition, Untoward cli 
matic conditions in extensive seotions of 
the province blighted the hopes that were 
entertained in the early portion of the year 
of an abundant harvest, This, with the 
continued low prices of cereals, and other 
causes, has tended to prevent §that im: 
provement in thecondition of those interest- 
od inthis industry which had been hoped for. 
1t is pleasing to note, however, in the 
manufacture of cheese, our great agricul- 
tural staple, Ontario holds a foremost place, 
tho Province of Ontario ranking in point of 
quality among the boat offered on the Eng: 
lish market, and the Dominion trade tablus 
showing that tho yearly value of cheese ex 
ports, which are chietly from Ontario, is 
far in excess of the aggregate value of all 
the manufactures exported by the Domin 
jon. Lrejoice to know that, in every branch 
of agriculture, our farmord are evincing a 
growing appreciation of intelligent methods, 
and the continued success of farmers’ inati-

A commission was also issued 
to investigate disputed claims to mining and 
other locations in Rat Portage and tho ter- 
ritory contiguous thereto, The many claims 
Wore enquired into, and much evidence was 
taken, and patents aro being issued to ap: 
Plicants who havo established their claims, 
and complied with the conditions. 
Tho public interest in the mineral wealth 
continues to increase, The immense de- 
posits of nickel and copper recent lydis- 
covered or developed have attracted the at- 
tention of capitelists and others interosted 
in mining in Europe and America. As a 
result largo investments are being made in 
developing our mineral resources, and both 
capital and labor are finding remunerative 
employment inthat connection. Measures 
relating to tho sale of mining locations 
and to regulate mining operations, will be 
presented for your consideration. 
I am glad to know that 
of two of the asylum colleges at Mitnico, 
togethor with enlarged accommodations at 
the London asylum, have permitted the re- 
moval of all those temporarily confined in 
the gaols of the province who have beon 
certified to be proper subjects for asylum 
treatment. Six cottagos providing furthor

their efforts as a tribute to Canada’ 
worth, That a lIand of so muck 
promise as this should be in it 
very infancy ready to commit political sui 
cide he could not believe. He could not be 
lieve that they were prepared to undo thi 
work of Confederation, to disappear from the

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PLAN OF GARDEN. 

This portion is devoted to fruits and 
vegetables for a medium sized family, 
I would not advise strict adherence to 
the list of varieties, but to substitute 
others known to do well in that location. 
It is well to try the new well recom- 
mended things that come out, in a small 
way, and thus decide for ourselves what 
will serve us best. Simplicity being an 
essential charm, in the garden as well as 
the ornamental grounds, it may strike 
the reader that there are too many walks 
in this plan. The walk from the house 
to the barn is ih constant use, and should 
be firm and dry. The termination of 
the upper right hand corner of the walk 
affords a pleasing entrance to the lawn. 

The walk dividing the vegetable from 


walnut (W), around which arustic seat 
is placed. In the irregularly shaped space 
marked 1, lettuce and radishes should be 
sown early, Early cabbages can be 
planted 2} feet apart each way over this 
space while the other crops are grow- 
ing. After the cabbage is gathered— 
any time in July—white plume and Bos- 
ton market celerycan be planted.

| Space 2 provisions should be made for 
onions, from seed and sets, as early as 
possible. Beans also go in this space— 
dwarf bush string beans, and navy beans, 
either pole or bush. 

As this space is 16x80 feet, half a dozen 
hills of white Spanish cucumbers can be 
grown alongside of the beans by crowd- 
ing a little on plot 1 later in the season. 
A row of asparagus 50 feet long is 
planted at 2, and a similar row of rhu- 
barb at 4. Space’ is 16x50 fect, and is 
devoted to peas, early and late. Space 
6 is for early potatoes, and 7 for sweet 
corn, while 8 is to be devoted to carrots, 
parsnips, salsify, tomatoes, squashes, 
ete. Along between the grapevines, 
back ef the asparagus, room will be 
found for little patches of aromatic 
herbs, and a few salad plants. 

This completes our vegetable garden, 
and by judicious management it will 
yield an abundant supply throughout the 
season, Around this part, on the north 
and west sides are planted 25 grape- 
vines (N), 10 feet apart. Six plum trees 
(not marked) and eight peach trees (O), 
are planted among the vegetable plats, at 
some distance apart. Space H is for 
strawberries; 200 plants in rows 4 feet 
apart and 18 inches apart in the rows, 
Next to this, on the left, isa row of red 
raspberries, 80 feet long; next, a longer 
row of blackcaps, 21 plants. 

Next comes a row of blackberries, 88 
feet long (K); 11 plants, with a dewberry 
plant between each two. Ten each of 
currants and gooseberries(L and M) come 
next, Twenty-five dwarf pear trees (D) 
and 10 standard pears (C) come next to- 
ward the left of the plan. Tho apple 
orchard (A) has 19 trees, part of which 
are planted in the barnyard (B). Some 
dwarf apple trees(G)and some dwarf 
cherry trees (F) form a sort of hedge 
along the drive. Two standard cherry 
trees (E) are also planted here. A row 
of Norway spruce trees runs between the 
fruit garden and barnyard, along near 
the barn past the berries to the drive, 


Heating Greenhouses, 

Professor Maynard, of the horticultural 
department of the Hatch experiment 
station and the Massachusetts agricul- 
tural college, has sent out a bulletin in 
relation to steam and hot water heating. 
The hot water apparatus used kept the 
temperature from Dec, 28 to April 24 
at an average of 53.5 degs., consuming 
four tons and 1,155 pounds of coal. The 
steam boiler during the same time kept 
the temperature at 51.2 degs. and con- 
sumed five tons and 1,261 pounds of coal, 
The readers will understand that this 
test is conclusive only so far as it relates 
to the particular makes of apparatus 
tested. The boilers in use last year will 
bo replaced by others this year and fur- 
ther tests made.—Now England Farmer,

The women of E and and America have 
Abprosent nonovelist with the literary power 
of ¢ rge Eliot, but they have at least half a 
dozen who may bo classed in the second rank, 
Nor is this blank in the flirt class peculiar to 
women, ‘There is now no male novelist in 
this country or the United States who enjoys 
the uncontested supremacy of Scott, Dickens 
or Thackeray in his generation, Tho fact is 
that in this, asin other kinds of literature, 
the general standard has yieen, and there 
seem no giants because there are so many 
who are aboye the middle height. 

It is somotimes said by those who regard 
fiction as frivolous that itis all very well for 
the ladies of literature to write for us stories 
which holp to while away a passing hour, but 
that sterner work must come from men, A 
story which is not merely a story, which pro- 
yokes thought and keeps itself alive beyond 
the season, which rouses controversy and ¢ 
cites contradiction, is ‘Robert Elsmero”—na 
work from a woman's pon, When will male 
rivals influence politics and religion as Mrs, 
Beecher Stowe and Mra Humphrey Ward 
have done by tho sincerity and carnestness of 
their tone! 


MISTAKES MADE. 

Of courso there is a seamy side of this new 
development of our literature, A few wo 
men take advantage of their sex to write tales 
that are not true, not healthy and not pure, 
Thoy draw coarso pictures of men's smoking 
rooms and clubs as if they knew all about 
them, They revel in Latin and French quo- 
tations, sometimes misspelled and always 
dragged in by the head and shoulders, Thoy 
delight in libertinism, and call it Mberty. 
‘They revel in allusions to eating, drinking 
and midnight dissipation. They are for the 
most part unsexed creatures, neither men nor 
women; queer things in petticoats, with a 
morbid taste for the society of dissolute bach- 
clors. We may aappily ignore their books, 

Other novels written by young women are 
objectionable because thoir sins against doli- 
cacy are due to ignorance. When an un- 
married girl who has audacity and genius 
attempts to doscribe love, sho is sometimes 
bolder in her coloring than any man or wo- 
man who has had experience of life. Sho 
writes things thatshock, just as a babbling 
child can bring confusion in a drawing room 
by its courage and simplicity, 

In one case of a novel of this kind {t is said 
that the authoress, an American, wrote it 
anonymously when she was a girl of 18, and, 
on confessing it years afterwards to her mid- 
dle aged husband, he left her at once, assert- 
ing confidently that it came from no maiden 
mind, A keener critical sense would hayo 
detected in its audacity the very note of ab- 
solute ignorance pretending to knowledge, 

These faults of forninine literature, however, 
aro inevitable incidents of immaturity, 
Young poets are just as foolish, and so aro 
young malo novelists. Tho main point 
stands that, asa story professes to represent 
life ns it is, all the young authoresses of the 
day are at a disadvantage, Few women 
ever attain to what may be called a full 
owledge of life, While unmarried, or if 
jarried early and happily, they learn little 
the grim and ugly realities of the world, 
n when they search for the facts a great 
deal is unknown to them because they seo 
life as observers rather than actors. 

‘The wonder is that they do so well, and the 
explanation is that intuition and inspiration 
to their aid. George Eliot could 
nover have mixed with peasants at the 
nolo house, yet in “Silas Marner” she 
re; orts their talk of the life; and her auc 
tioncer in Middlemarch” is depicted as if she 
had been buying horses from him for years 
We see, therefore, the gain to the world of 
the new movement which had called to the 
service of man the literary faculties of a mx 
that from a few facts can draw inferences 
boldly and penotrate at m glance mysteries 
which mon have puzzled over for years, —Lon- 
don Telograph.

A View of the Proposed Bridge Across the 


Kuglish Channel os i¢ Will Appear 
After Completion —Japan's € ‘lous 
Dwarl Trees 
The accompanying cut, a reprint from La 


represonts a view of the proposed 
across the English channel as it will 
appear after completion. I 


The proposed bridge will start from near | | 
Folkestone, in England, and cross to a point 
near the portof Ambleteuse, on the French 
coast. The total length will be about twenty- 
four miles, Tho plers,of which there will 
be about 125, will be of solid masonry, and 
willbe built near the shore in caissons, and 
then floated out into the channel and sunk in 
their proper places, They will project 60 
feet above Jow water, and on t! will rest 
the steel cylindrical columns, 120 fest in 
height, which support the superstructure of 
the bridge, making a clear height of 180 feet 
above the water, and allowing ample room 
for yossels with the highest masts to past 
freely beneath. The construction and plac- 
ing of each pier is estimated to take about a 
year, although, of course, an indefinite num- 
ber can be constructed at the same time, 

Tho length of the span will vary, but the 
widest will consist alternately of 900 and 
1,500 feet, each span of the bridge (as shown 
in the engraving) resting upon two piers. 
The narrowest span will be 200 feet. Overa 
million tons of metal will be used in the 
work, and tho cost is estimated at from $175,- 
000,000 to $200,000,000, About ten years will 
be required to complete it, 

‘The commercial and political importance 
of this bridge, which would give Great Britain 
direct and unbrokes railroad communication 
with all parts of the eastern hemisphere, can 
hardly be over-ostimated, Mr Gladstone is 
reported to have said that ‘by cither the 
tunnel or the bridge the peace of the world is 
assured.”

WHY LAND JS NOT HIGHER. 


The following, trom the Toronto Tele- 
gram, will be found of interest : It may be 
that the value per acre of some Oatario 
farms is Jess to-day than fifteen years since. 
But even if this is admitted it does not 
follow that the province is retrograding. 
Any decrease that may have taken place 
in land values, and which can easily ac 
counted for, is much more than counter- 
balanced by advance in other directions. 
Every year the farmers of this province 
add to the value of their buildings by ten 
million dollara, the area of land bought 
under cultivation is annually increased, the 
extent of land given up to orchard and 
garden is added to and the value of stuck 
immensely augmented, A _ marvollous 
change has been going on during the pant 
few years. It is not long since our farmers 
devoted themselves almost entirely to rais- 
ing wheat, which there was ready sale for 
at $1.50 and $2 bushel. Since then the 
Western Territories and India have entered 
into competition with the farmers of On- 
tario in this product, the exports from In- 
dia alone increasing from thirteen to forty- 
one million bushels in seven years. In 
consequence of this increase in competition 
wheat has dropped to80 and 90 cents and 
it is no longer profitable for the farmers of 
Ontario to raise what was once 
their staple product. This change 
inthe wheat market accounts for what- 
ever decline in the value per acre of On- 
tario faren lands there may have taken place. 
The farmers of Ontario and Canada have 
not yet fally accommodated themselves to 

this change. But they are doing so gradu- 
ally. The value of cattlé exported from 
the Dominion has increased in ten years 
from $2,000,000 to 86,000,000, and of 
horses from $1,376,000 to over $2,000,000. 

During fourteen years our exports of cheese 

have increased by 250 percent. Our ex- 

ports of eggs last year were valued at over 
$2,000,000 and of apples we exported $1,- 

600,000 worth. These facts show thas our 

farmers aro gradually turning their atten- 

tion to the production of those articles in 
which there is profit. There is unlimited 
room for development in the line on 
which they have entered, The United States 
can consume all the eggs wo can sond there; 
both in Britain and in the Republic there 
ia an unlimited market for our horses, and 
in the Old Country thore is a continual cry 
for all the cattle, butter, cheeas, honey and 

Apples we ean send over. When all this is 

fully realized by our farmers, the agricul- 

tural land ia Ontario will reach a value 
never droamed of, even during a poriod of 

{nflation, when whoat was $1.50 to $2 por

Back From Kanoas, 


A Canadian Emigrant Glad to Get Home 
Again, 


Winpsor, Jan, 81.—A regular old time 
canvas covered pioneer waggon drawn by 
two mules attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion at the ferry dock yesterday, The 
turnout was the property of J. Hinckley. 
Mr. Hinckley, who is accompanied by his 
wife and six children, tells the following 
story. ‘Fifteen years ago I wasa happy 
and prosperous farmer on Wolfe Island, op- 
posite Kingston. I heard many glowing ac- 
counts of the far west and becoming fascinat- 
ed with them, sold my handsome piece of 
property and went to southern Kanaas, It 
would take more than words to describe to 
you the suffering and misery we have gone 
through since we struck there, but I may be 
thankful that I was able to leave, The only 
people making any money there are land 
sharks, who by their falsehoods lure inno- 
cent people to theirlands, If we were suc- 
cessful in our crops, we could not realize 
anything on them, To give you some ex- 
amples—corn is selling at 10 cents a bushel, 
oats at bots., wheat 35 to 40 cts., and other 
things in proportion, Five weeks ago wo 
left the town of Coleridge, and although we 
have had somo rough weather, yet the trip 
has not beon unpleasant. 1 tell you, when

The hon, gentlemen 
the Attoraey- General) might have by half 
a dozen lines made it plain whether be 
meant by his statutes that no departure 
was to be made from the principle laid 
down, Why did he not, as he might have 
done, pass a short Act of Parliament before 
the force of public opinion compelled him 
to send this caso to the courts 7 (Oheers.) 
I do not seck to enter into the proper dis- 
cussion of this branch of the case at the 
present time. I will have the opportunity 
later on, when I will be prepared to go into 
figures and substantiate what I have said 
here. (Oheers,) Then, Mr Speaker, I am 
sorry to see no referouce in the speech to 
giving the ballot to the separate school 
supporters. (Applause.) I think it is the 
universal sentiment of the people of this 
country that there should be a change in 
the law in that direction. (Hear, hear.) 
This is especially ao in view of the express- 
ed sentiments of some of the hierarchy of 
the province of Ontario, What is the po- 
sition they have to day taken ? They have 
said that these schools are their schools, 
They have said these echools were their 
schools, These schools are under the trus- 
tees, and toa large extent directed by them, 
They have declared in the most formal way 
that in the selection of a school trustee, the 
matter is one of faith and morals in which 
any good Catholic is bound to obey his 
bishop, Now, the people of this country 
never consented to give any church—I do 
not care Protestant or Oatholic—control of 
any school or schools in the country — 
(Opposition applause)—and only gaveOatho 

lic as citizens of a part of the state,the right 
to direct their rates to the separate schools 
and to carry on these separate schools 
art of astate institution. Whatever may 
ave been the view in the past on this 
uestion of the ballot, in view of the po- 
sition taken by certain of the hierarchy, it 
is thelr bounden duty to have the ballot 
placed in the hands of every elector from 
one ond of the country to the other, no 
matter whether Roman Catholic or Prot- 
estant, separate or public school supporter, 
1 hope the Government will see fit to bring 
this matter up in an amendment to the sep- 
arate schoollaw. It will not do to say that 
separate school supporters have not asked 
for this amendment, 1n my judgment it is 
imperatively demanded—that » change 
should be made in the law, and I need not 
remind the hon, gentlemen opposite that if 
they do not bring in such legislation I shall 
do ao myself. (Opposition applause.) Now 
Mr. Speaker, 1 desire again to protest 
against the way in which hon, 
gentlemen are attempting to use argu 
ments we are addressing upon this question 
as an attack upon the Uatholio people, the 
Oatholio clergy or laity by gentlemen on this 
side of the House, It would be an unfor- 
tunate day in this country if » public man 
standing up in the Legislature speaking his 
convictions and using the arguments he is 
allowed to use, should not be able to express 
his opiuion without having it cried after him 
from one end of the country to the other, 
that he is raising the ‘‘no popery” cry; at- 
tacking this, that and another gentleman, 
or raising sectarian and religious cries, I 
protest againat auch a line of argument,and 
whatever gentlemen across the way may 
think, I shall stand up on this side of the 
House and adopt the position we believe to 
be in tho interests of the country, regardless 
of what the hon. gentlemen may say as to 
our motives, And let me say, in argument 
and diecussion wo shall take care not to have 
it rolegated or brought down into the secta- 
rian arena, but discuss it as public men on 
higher and better grounds, (Applausy.) 


Foreign Tongues in our Schools 


Mr, Meredith Lefines His Position. 
(From his speech in the Legis'ature ) 


Now, sir, the position that I take in re- 
gard to this matter of the French and Eng- 
lish tongue is thie; It shall be recognized 
that the English tongue shall be the lan- 
guage of every school in the province of 
Ontario. (Applause.) It is not in accord- 
ance with the proper principles upon which 
schools should be conducted that there 
should be state schoolsin this province of On- 
tario,in which the English tongue shall not 
be the language of the school. (Cheers.) Hon, 
gentlemen upposite—and 1 should like to 
know if the Hon, the Attorney-General 
would tell us whether tho intention is thnt 
English shall be the sole languoge of the 
public schools of this province. The House 
and the country would like to have the 
opinion candidly stated in regard to this. 
The great difficulty seems to be in under- 
standing the statements of the hon. gentle- 
man the Minister of Education. (Cheers.) 
Now, Mr. Speaker, I donot deny that 1 
am prepared to concede that if it be abso- 
lutely necessary for the purpose of impart- 
ing instruction in the Kagiish tongue that 
the teachor should make use of the French 
or Germon languago—in view of the eyile 
which have beon brought about by the 
action of the Education Department of 
this province, 1 am opposed to it as far as 
it is absolutely necessary, (Cheers.) 

Hon, G. W. Ross—Hear, hear. 

Mr, Meredith—I am glad that the hon. 
gontlemian has come round to our way otf 
thinking. (Choors.) What, Mr. Speaker, I 
desire to insist upon in that Boglish shall bo 
the language of the public schools, What 
over may be absolutely necessary to be dono 
in the meantime as a temporary expedient, 
itshall be distinctly understood,andit must 
be recognizedin every way in regardtoschool 
training and instruction, that theF conch lan- 
guage hos no right in the educational system 
of thin province. (Oheera,) Now alr, 1 wish to 
say in regard to french in the province of 
Quebeo that ithas been going on step by step 
until it became o right, and Tsay it must 
be tho samo in this province as it has been 
in Quebco, if wo, the mombers of this 
Houne to-day tolerate, to-morrow that may 
become a right. (Choers.) That, sir, is 
just the position our Fronch follow citizens 
aro taking in regard to thin mattor of their 
language, Ib ought to bo the expression 
of this House by our unanimous voice that 
not one of usin in favor of maintaining the 
Fronoh and English languages side by sido

Constantinople, January, 1800,—On leaving 
America L addressed some words of farewell 
to my sermonic readers, and now, on my way 
home, I write this letter of salutation, which 
will probably reach you about the Monday 
that will find mo on the Atlantic n, from 
which I caunot reach you with the teunl sor 
mon, I 8 cdnipleted the journey of in- 
spection for which I came Others may 


write a life of Christ without seeing the Holy 
Laud, I did not feel competent for such a 
work until [had seen with my own eyes tho 
sacred places ; andso Tlefthome, andchurh, 
and native country, for a most arduous under 
taking, Ihave visited all the scenery con 
nected with our Lord's history, The whole 
journey bas been to me a surprise, an ap 
ment, a grand rapture, or adeop solemnity. I 
have already sent to.\merica my Holy Land 
observations for ay ‘Life of Christ,” and 
they wore written on horseback, on muleback, 
on camelback, on ship'xdeck, by: dim candle 
in tent, in mud hovel of Arab village, amid 
the ruins of old cities, on Mount of Boati 
Bide beach of Gennesareth, but it will 
take twenty years of xérmons to fell what I 
have seen, and felt, on thix journey through 
Palestine and Syria, 

All things have combined to make our 
tour instructive: and advantageous, Tho 
Atlantic and Mediterranean and Adriatic and 
<Egean, and Danlanelles, and Murmosa, seas 
have treated ux well. Since we left New 
York wo have bad but a half day and one 
night of storm, and that while crossing Mount 
Hermon, But lot only those iy. robust 
health attenpt to go the longth of Palestine 
and Syria on horsoback, I do not think it is 
because of the unbealth of the climate in the 
Holy Land, that so ynany have sickened and 
died here or afterward, as a result of visiting 
these lands, but becauro of the fatigues of 
travel. Tho number of miles gives no indi- 
cation of the exhaustions of tho way, A 
hundred of miles in Palestine and Syria on 
horseback demand as much physical strength 
as four hundred miles on horseback in regions 
of easy journey, Because of the near two 
months bright sunlight by day, and bright 
moonlight and starlight by night, the half 
day.of storm was tous the moro memorable, 
Tt was about noon of Dec. 18 that the tempest 
struck usand dronched the mountains, One 
of tho horses falls and we balt amid a blinding 
rain. It is freezing cold. Fingers and feet 
like ices Two hours and three-quarters be- 
fore encampmegt. We ride on in silence, 
longing for the terminus of to-day’s pilgrim- 
age. tis, throngh the awful inclemency of 
the weathor, the only dangerous day of the 
Journey. Siip, and sli leandtumb’e,and ¢ i ub, 
and descend wo must, sometimes on the 
horse and sometimes off, until at last we halt 
in the hovel of a village, and instead of enter- 
ing camp for the night we are glad to find 
this retreat from tho storm. It is a house of

Through pessimistic prophets we had expect~ 
ed that at this season we should have rain 
and snow and hail, throughout our journey. 
For the most partit has been sunshine and 
tonic atmosphere, and not a moment has our 
journey been hindered, Gratitude to God is 
with us the dominant emotion, 

Having visited the scenery connected with 
Christ's life Iwas glad to close my journey 
by passing through the apostolic Innds and 
seas, Youcan hardly imagino our feolings 
nx we camo in sight of Damascus, and on the 
vy road where Saul was uy horsod al the fash 
of thesupernataral light, We ait avewanr, 
like him, to be flung to the earth, but we did 
hope for some great spiritual blessing bright- 
er than any noonday sna, and a now prepar- 
ation for usefulness Our long horseback 
ride was ended, fora carriage met us some 
miles out and took us tothe city, The im- 
pression one receives ax he rides along the 
walled gardens of the place are different from 
those produved by any other city, But we 
cannot describe our feolings as Wwe entered 
the city about which we have heard and read 
so much, the oldest. city under the sun, and 
founded by the grandson of Noah; nor our 
emotions as we pass through the stroct called 
Straight, along which good Ananias went 
tomect Saul; und by the site of the palace 
of Naaman, the leper, and saw tho river 
Abana, as yesterday we saw Pharpar, 
the rivers of Damascus that Naaman pro- 
ferred to wash in rather than the Jordan, 
Strangeand unique Damascus!

What to Avold In Swine Hreeding. 
Perhaps of all things in connection 
with swine breeding there is none which 
it ismore necessary to avoid than that 
of in breeding. It is a question which 


has for ages been discussed, both by those 
who are opposed to it and those who had 
been compelled to resort to it in order to 
produce the ideal type which they had 
set up, 


In these days of so many differ- 
ns of blood, together with so 
nily types, we do not believe it 
ssary ¢ither to cross parent with 
offspring or even the males und females 
of that offspring together. To one of 
knowledge and judgment it cannot be 
difficult to procure the type of animal he 
requires, whereas the extra trouble and 
expense which it may likely give him to 
find and purchase it can in no way be 
compared with the trouble and loss 
whuch is certain to ensue from the very 
pernicious habit of in breeding. 


Vines on Mouse Walls. 
F. H. Valentine very sensibly advises 
that grape vines be planted on the south 
side of the building and trained evenly 
over the wall. This is an excellent way 
to cover an unsightly barn or old build- 
ing of any kind, ‘There is no expense 
for trellis, and grapes will thrive finely, 
as they get the full benefit of the sun's 
yays. Very little room is required to 
grow grapes in this way, as all that is 
n «lis soilenough to hold the roots, 
They may be planted under a pavement, 
s removed for the purpose, 
and then replaced. In a western city, a

Miss Chapman, of the Model School, 
read an essay on the value of Literary 
Gems in msthotio culture, and the method 
of dealing with these ia school work.

‘ost bee authorised to sett forth from this 
City of New-Yorke, monthly, and thence 
to travaile to Boston, from whence within 
that month hee shall returne againo to this 
City. Those are thorefore to give notice 
to all persons concerned, That on the first 
day of January next (1673) the messenger 
appointed shall proceed on his journey to 
Boston: If any therefore have any letters 
or small portable goods to bee conveyed to 
Hartford, Connecticott, Boston, or any 
other parts in the Road, they shall bee 
carefully delivered according to the Direct: 
ions by  sworne Messenger and Post, who 
is purposoly imployed in that Affayre ; 1n 
the Interim those that bee dispos'd to send 
Letters, lett them bring them to the Sec- 
retary's office, whore is a lockt Box they 
shall be preserv'd till the Messenger calls 
for them. All persons paying the Post be- 
fore the Bagg bee sealed up. Dated at 
Now Yorke this l0th day of Dec. 1672.”

(d) To enable the association to estab- 
lish a fund for the relief of sick and dis- 
tressed members, 

(e) To enable the association to establish 
4 benefit fund from which, on satisfactory 
evidence of the death of amember who 
has complied with all its lawful require- 
ments, & sum not exceeding three thous- 
and dollars shall be paid to the widow, 
orphans, dependents or other benehciary 
whom the member has designated, or to 
the personal representative or representa- 
tives of the member, or from which, upon 
the completion of expectency of life of a 
member as laid down in the said ccnstitu- 
tion and laws, such sum shall be paid to 
himself. 

1, To secure for its members such other 
advantages as are from time to time desig 
nated by the constitution and laws of the 
society, 

2. The head cflice of the association shall 
be in the city of Toronto or such other 
pace in Canada as may from time to time 

© determined by the association. 

8. Subject to the constitution and laws 
of the association, lodges under the names 
of provincial grand lodges, county lodges, 
district lodges and primary lodges may 
from time to time be established under the 
title designated in the warrant constituting 
such lodges and said lodges if established in 
Canada may themselves be and become 
bodies corporate under such provisions and 
conditions as the association by its consti- 
tution and laws from time to time deter- 
mines. 

5. The value of the real property which 
the Grand Grange Lodge of British Amer- 
ca may hold shall not exceed the sum of 
two hundred thousand dollars, and in the 
case of the provincial grand lodges and 
society lodges, one hundred thousand dol- 
lars; district lodges, fifty thousand dollars, 
and primary lodges, ten thousand dollars; 
and the association may, by by-laws, deter- 
mine the mannerin which such real prop- 
erty shall be held and conveyed, subject 
always to the laws of the province in which 
such real estate is situate, 

6. The property of each lodge only shall 
be liable for the debts and engagemgnts of 
such lodge. 

6. Whenever under the provisions and 
laws of the association any lodge shall be- 
come dissolyed, the property of such lodge 
shall become vested in the grand lodge, and 
in the case of rea) estate shall be sold within 
three years after the dissolution of such 
lodge, and the proceeds of all such property 
shall be applied, frat in liquidation of the 
debts and lia! es of such lodge. and the 
surplus, if any, sball form part of the gen- 
eral funds and assots of the association, 

7. There shall be printed in legible type 
and in red ink, upon every policy hereinaf- 
ter issued by the Grand Orange Lodge of 
British North America or by thw provincial 
grand lodges, os well as upon every appli 
cation therefor, and upon every receipt giv- 
en for payments in connection therewith, 
the following words : ‘*The insurance under- 
taken by the Grand Orange Lodge of Brit- 
ish America, or by the provincial grand 
lodges, comes under the exception contained 
in section 43 of the Insurance Act, applica- 
ble to fraternal and benevolent associations, 
and is not subject to Government inspec: 
tion,” 

8, Every officer of tho association, and 
every person who transacts business on be- 
half of the association, and who issues, cir- 
culates or uses, or who causes to be ied, 
circulated or used, any policy of insurance 
or ondowment certificate or application for 
membership on which the notice provided 
ior in the next preceding section is not 
printed, shall on summary conviction 
thereof before any two justices of the 
peace or any magistrates haying the powers 
of two justices of the peace, incur and be 
liable to the penalties mentioned in thé 22nd 
section of **The Insurance Act,” and every 
pecuniary penalty ao recovered shall be ap- 
plied in the manner provided by the said 
section. 

9, Within three months from the com- 
ing into force of this act a certified copy of 
the presont conatitution and lawa of the 
association and of ita form of insurance 
policy or contract shall bo deposited in the 
office of the secretary of state of Onnuda 
and of the superintendent of insurance, 
and copies of any future changes or amond- 
mente thoreto shall bo doposited within 
three months from their adoption by the 
eaid association, and in default of compli- 
ance with any provision of this section the 
association shall incur a Panay of $10 for 
each day during which such lefault con- 
tinues, 

10, Nothing herein contained shall be 
hold to exempt the association from the of- 
feot of any logislation hereafter passed by 
the Parliamont of Canada in respect to any 
insurance powors oxercised by friendly 80- 
ciotios,

The Acoused Committed for Trial, 

Av the police court this morning a sur- 
prise wan in store for Chas. Ed. Powley. 
He was brought down from the gaol for tho 
purpose of giving evidence againat Stephen 
Cummins, who was accused of stealing a for 
coat belonging to Mr. W. PF. Casey of 
Thorlow. Cummins, however, denied oll 
knowledge of the article, and was dis- 
charged, and the charge was amended 
80 as to ac.use Powley of the larceny of the 
coat. 

Wm. Oasoy, sworn, said he Jived in the 
8rd con, of Thurlow. On lat of December, 
1888, he was in Bolleville, and bought a 
fur coat at S, A. Hyman’s, After he pur- 
chased the coat it was wrapped up and put 
in his buggy. He went home by the 
Canifton road ; he missed the coat when he 
reached Lazier’s mill ; the parcel could not 
have fallen out of the vehicle ; he identified 
the coat as the one he had lost. He heard 
Powley say that he bought the coat from 
Stephen Cummings, giving him $6 for it. 

Chief Newton aworn: He got possession 
of the coat on the 4th January Jast, when 
officer Stoneburg came up from Westport 
with Powley ; ho brought the coat with him, 
Heo had a conversation with the prisoner in 
reference to the coat ; prisoner said he had 
bought the coat from Stephen Cummings 
for $10, and had sold it toa man named 
Ashley, who lived near Powley’s house in 
Westport. 

Stephen Cummins, sworn, said: He lived 
in Belleville; he was shown the coat and 
‘swore positively that he had never had it

er. In 1868 ho was married to Oatharine 
McCormick, a daughter of the late Arthur 
McCormick, who died some years ago, The 
result of this union was three children, 
who survive their parents. 

Capt. Powers was a genial and gonerous 
hearted Irishman, aman whomto know 
wasto respect. In religion he was an ad- 
berent of the Roman Catholic church, and 
in politics a consistent Conservative. Hin 
demise will be regretted by a host of friends.

AN UNPRECEDENTED FLOOD. 


of Thousands of Dollars Will 
Not Cover the Loss, 

JACKSONVILLE, Oro., Fob, 5.—A phenome- 
nal rain storm has prevailed in Southern 
Oregon since last Bridpy, which in connection 
with tho melting snows in the mountains has 
caused the greatest flood known since that 
country was settled, fhe damage cannot 
bo estimated as yet, for postal cor 
munication is so uncertain and limit 
that only surmisos can bo mado of the 
ravages of tho water. On tho lino of tho 
numerous tributaries of tho Roguo River 
many small ranches have been badly dam- 
aged, if not ruined, and miles of fencing have 
been swept away. Much of tho finest soil in 
the lower valley has been washed down to 
gravel and bed rock, and the spectacle of 
fields flooded, roads washed out and bridges 
and culverts demolished 1s common. 

Tho fertile Bear Creek region has not es 
caped the visitation, Part of the valley has 
presented the appearance of a turbid sea for 
days and communication between its many 
towns has been almost suspended by the 
swollon foothill streams, Bear Creek iteelf 
has borne along a good deal of wreckage, 
including fences, outbuildings and eyen 
barns and houses, and has wrought much 
destruction in undermining and sluicing off 
the doop alluvium that composes its banks, 

In the Applegate region there are few 
bridges left. Manypeople were obliged to 
leave their homes for safety, Great damago 

m done to the mining interests of the 
section by the bursting of dams and reser- 
yoirs, the breaking and filling of ditches and 
the loss of flume boxes and machinery, Tho

It 
is said none of his family were aware 
of his intention to euter France ma@ the

It is also reported that ho did endeayor te 
enlist as a private soldier but was refused at 
tho recruiting office for some infor 
mality in his application; that he

navigation : and hence it is necessary for tly 
English capitalists who control the carrying 
trade of tho river, to assign their interests to 
Brazilians. There are forty steamers ownod 
by an English line, which receives a large 
mail subsidy from the Brazilian Government 
for plying between various ports and villagea 
on the main tributaries; and in return for 
this financial support, it is well satisfied to 
fly the national flag, Another company has 
eight steamers, under similar conditions ; 
and there are as many as a dozen more on the 
river and its tributaries, which sail under the 
Brazilian flag. Theso sixty steamers are 
gradually opening the Amazon valley to 
commerce. Only the smaller vessels are now. 
running beyond Manaos at the Junction of the 
Negro, but next year the largest English 
vessels will make regular trips to Yquitos, 
8, 750 milos from the coast. 

Some of the tributaries are only navigable 
for long distances at high water during cer- 
tain months of the year, but the lower vil- 
Jages on their banks are visited by steamer as 
often as onco or twico a month. This river 
trade is almost completely in the hands of the 
Portuguese merchants and the mercantile 
houses represented at Para. Manaos, with a 
Population of 15,000, is tho most flourishing 
town westof Para. Tho other settlements, 
with few exceptions, aro straggling villages 
inhabited mainly by negroes, Indians, and 
half-broeds. : 

The forests of the Amazon, consisting main- 
ly of hard wood, are not available for com 
mercial requirements, Tho finest of rosewood 
and mahogany are used there for flrowood, 
Even ‘f there wero a demand for the hard- 
wood lumber at Para, it could not be logged 
and brought to market on a large scale owing 
to the density of the woods and the lack of 
roads and clearings. The ono tree which is a 
source of wealth in these immense forests is 
the rubber tree. It is found overy where, 
from tho low-lying delta opposite Para to the 
Tapajos, the Madeira, and tho Nogro, and 
probably thousands of miles beyond those 
reat tributaries In the interior roads are 
impracticable, and tho rubber trees that aro 
milked lie along the rivers, where the farms 
can be approached. The milk can only be 
drawn at certain lovels of the river, for the 
trunks of the trees are often fifteen or twenty 
feet under water after the rainy seasons, 

When the condi*ions are favorable the 
bark of the trees is tapped and the milk 
drawn off in cups to be compacted and rolled 
together layer by layer like a snowball, It 
is then cooked or smoked ovor a fire made of 
sticks—a process that involves contraction in 
cooling and imparts elasticity to the sub- 
stance—and then it is ready for shipment to 
Para and New York. The operation of such 
farms and the opening of now veins of trees 
in the trackless swamps and forests require 
the employment of native labor under the 
most inclement conditions of equatorial heat 
and raina Ifthero bo any quarter of the 
world where nature seems to command inac- 
tion and indolonce, it is in these vast stretches 
of the Amazonian forest, »whore else can 
existence be sustained with so small an ex- 
penditure of offort 

On an acre of cleared land beans can be

To make the proposal 
of the Opposition effective it would be ne- 
cessary to placo a revenue cfticer on every 
farm in the country and chargo him with 
tho task of tracing the imported corn from 
the moment it enters the Dominion, through 
the various feuding stages, until the cattle 
are finally exported. 1b requires only to 
tate the proposal to disclose its absurdity, 
andit is only fair to say that in making it 
the Opposition merely strive to gull the 
farming community.” 
It is true that Amorican cattle for export 
are fed upon ccrn, bub ib must be remom- 
bered that they are fed upon farms whore 
corn is not worth, in many cases, over 10o, 
r bushel, and in some States it is now 
Bin used as fuel. Henoo how could farm- 
era here feed cattle in compotition at say 
300. per bushel for corn? The Government 
have dono all in thoir power in tho interest 
cf the farmers by placing an import duty 
of one cent per ig upon Amorican beef, a 
duty as high as practicable, for a higher 
duty would induce retaliation and shut out 
from their market the thousands of sheep 
and cattle «hipped to the States. One Grit 
orator quotes figures as the amount lost to 
Canada by our farmors not feeding corn and 
thus proporly fattening the cattle shipped 
to the United States; when it is considered 
that a large proportiou of the cattle shipped 
to the States are cows and young cattle, the 
“olap-trap” of such arguments is easily dia- 
cornible. Again, by the wise action of the 
present Government in preventing cattle 
imports from the States, Canadian cattle 
aro worth in England from $10 to $16 per 
head more than American cattle; yot Grit 
politicians would ask, What is the Govern- 
ment doing in the interest of the farming 
community ? 

Voluminous figures aro quoted to show 
that under the Mackenzie regime no duty 
was collected upon American farming im- 
plements. That isa fact, and as @ result 
the country was flooded with high priced 
American machinery. A comparison of the 
prices now paid by farmers for machinery 
with the prices then paid, will fully demon- 
strate the wisdom of the policy of the present 
Government. 


PROTECTION es FREE TRADE. 


The difference between the systems of 
Protection and Free Taade is thus clearly 
outlined by the Canadian Manufacturer : 


The} policy of Protection is to admit, froe 
of duty, such articles of prime necessity as can- 
not, or probably will pever be produced in 
the country, the exception brio ogainst art. 
icles of Juxury that only the rich can afford to 
use, But in Free Trade Britain, out of the 
nearly one hundred million dol ars collected 
from Customs duties, over seventy one millions 
are collected from duties on tea, coffee, tobacco 
and dried fruit—articles that the poor man 
must have; while the fancy wines that only the 
nobility, aratocrats ond nabobs can drink, 
paid a daty of only six millions. In Britain, 
every man who buys a7ailroad ticket pays an 
excise tax to the Government; and over sixty 
millions of dollars was paid in Stamp duties, 
which means that every paper having any com- 
mercial value whatever was heavily taxed. 
‘Those things are not so ia Canada, nor can they 
ever be as long as our National Policy preveiis,

HOME COMPETITION REGULATES 
PRICES, 

It is a favorite assertion of the free 
traders that manufacturing can be carried 
on more cheaply under free trade than 
under protection,and that the consumers in 
protected countries which manufacture for 
themselves are compelled to pay prices just 
a fraction less than those of like articles of 
foreign manufacture, plus freight and 
other charges connected with transporta- 

tion and the customs duty. 

In contradiction of this allegation, and 
in support of the contention of Protection- 
ists that home competition regulates prices, 
we present the statement of the American 
Economist, that the following articles of 
American manufacture are sold in Oanada 
more largely than like articles of English 
manufacture ; Brass goods, copper goods, 
cordage, ginghai ttles, flasks, india 
rabber goods, printing ink, ingrain carpets, 
wood manufactures, twines, tin ware, ship 
rigging, wall paper, writing paper, enve- 
lopes, blank books, straw-board paper, 
boota and shoes, leather and skins, sole 
leather, leather goods, patent leather, 
figured oil cloths, grain drills, harrows, 
harvesters, hoes, forks, mowing-machines, 
scythes, spades, shovels, builders’ and cab- 
inet-makers' hardware, house furnishing 
hardware, nails, firearms, sewing machines, 
screws, stoves, axes, jowellery (sterling and 
plated), silver-ware, lamps, locomotives, 
hatchets, hammers, saws, mechanics’ tools, 
organs, pianoes, ‘*notions” and plain house 
furniture, especially hotel furniture. 

As to which the Canadian Manufacturer 
remarks: ‘Precisely 80, Protection does 
it, Allofthe above mentioned lines of 
oods aro manufactured in Britain, where 
Freo Trade prevails. The United States 
tariff imposes a much higher duty upon 
thom than the Canadian tariff, and still 
our Yankee friends can undersell their 
British competitors in our market. What 
the Yankee tariff has ‘done and is doing for 
American manufacturers, our Canadian N. 
P. will do for our manufacturers, if we 
only keep the duty high enough, If Bri- 
tish manufacturers desire to sell goods in 
the Canadian market, thoy must sell as

Tho Detroit River Tunnel, 

Work on the Grand Trunk tunnel under 
the Detroit river at Port Huron is being 
steadily pushed forward at both ends, Tho 
total length of the bore is 6,800 fect, 2,- 
$10 feet under water, 2,160 in the approach 
in the Oanadian sido, and 2,390 in that on 
the Michigan side.

SKILFUL WAY IN WHICH ‘THE 


NATIVES UNE 11 


AUBTRALIAN 


Tho boomorang coneiate of a stick of hard 
wood about two feet in length, with » pro- 
jection at one end, notohed so as to recoive 
tho butt of a long, slendor spear, Whon 
the spear is launched at any objoct the stick 
is retained in the hand, and by a dexterous 
Movement gives sn added impulee to the 
weapon, like that which a sling imparts to 
atone, So groat is the force given by 
this contrivance, that a spear (untipped 
with motal or bono as it is, and consisting | 
simply of o shaft of hard, pointed wood) | 
thrown by it, has boen kuown to pass | 
completely through the body of an enemy 
at a distance of fifty yards. This sid to 
eflicionoy in spoar throwing was evidently, | 
nays the Boston Journal, tho reault of ap- 
plied reasoning by some ancient philoso- 
pher among the “‘blackfollows.” The 
boomerang was probably discovered by uo- 
cident, Its ehapo is almost precisely that 
of the cucalyptus leaf; nor can anyone who 
hasnat under a gum tree and seen the| 
whirling flight in which one of these loaves | 
sottles to the ground in erratic curves when 
dislodged from a lofty bough fail to remark 
tho resemblance of its movements to those 
of the boomerang, and to sce init at least 
the possible origin of that paradoxical won- 
pon, 

Native Australians have a certain nat- 
ural alertness and address which is somo- 
thing more than animal, but in general 
soome but little allied to tho human being. 
Moat of their development is in the direc- 
tion of war and the chaso, and in these 
pursuits they atill manifest some survival 
of an anclont proficiency with rude weapons 
which must have been simply smacyellar le 
It was not long ago that one of these ab- 
originals, coming upon a oricket practise 
with one of the rude shields of his tribe 
showed an amazing adroitness in its use. 
An Australian native shield is simply a 
pleco of wood about two feet long and 
three or four inches wide, with a 
handle its back, and pointed at each 
end—bearing, indeed, the general shape 
of a rather broad pick axe, Protected 
simply by the narrow shield, held at arm's 
length and twirled and turned here and 
there by movements of the wrist as rapid 
and pliant as rapid and pliant as could be 
shown by the most expert fencing-master, 
this black permitted about twenty of the 
swiftest throwers among the assembled 
cricketers to range themselves before him 
and hurl hard cricket balls at him as rapidly 
as possible, Not one could hit him; the 
balls flew from his rapidly whirling shield 
like clots of mud from a carriage wheel, 
and uptil the throwers stopped from sheer 
exhaustion he stood there calmly grinning, 
accomplishing with easy nonchalanco a feat 
which made the story of the swordsman who 
never used an umbrella, but kept himself 
dry in a rainstorm by diverting the drops 
with his foil, almost believable, 


Handling Uncut Ensilage, 

Eps, Counrny GenrLemMan—As 1 do not 
remember to have seen any articlesin your 
paper describing the mode of handling un- 
cut corn ensilage, I will give mine, M 
silo ts built above ground on a level wit! 
feeding floor, no floor in it but the ground, 
and with a door from aill to plate, The 
door is made up with a double course of 
loose boards cut to fit crossways, each 
course with a two-inch jam, the inner 


course being four inches longer than the 
outer one. 

When commencing to fill, I put in place 
four pieces, or all that I can step over, put- 
ting in one six-inch piece to start with so 
as to break joints with all the rest, and in 
place of something better have used a 
double thickness of old newspaper to place 
between the door boards, hen filling I 
take the corn from the waggon in armfulls 
(care having been taken in loading to have 
the butts all one way), keeping the 
stalks as straight as possible, and lay it 
down the longest way of the pit first 
butting the bunch against the wall 
to even the butts. 1 put the butt 
against the wall of end of pit so as to have 
as few butts as possible againat the wall, as 
they do not pack as well as the tops, but 
will hold their own bulk and not shrink 
away, as the tops would. I lay a tier of 
armfuls across the end; the next tier is 
lapped on about half the length of the first, 
no attempt being made to even butts, as 
the more uneven they are the better. As 
soon as the tops reach the other end of pit 
a tier of armfuls are placed butts out. I 
then place a few stalks, the smallest I can 
get, along on the butts and tread them 
down; if no small atalke can be had an 
armful out in two and the tops used will be 
as good or better. My reason for using 
small carn or tops that way is to supply a 
alack of moisture in the butte, as they 
have nothing but dry leaves on thom. I 
then lay another course the same as the first 
and continue until the pit is full. I will 
mention also that after about three courses 
I take a tamper, such as is used to pound 
the earth around fence poste, and pound 
down the edges all around, When done it 
needs the same cover that cut ensilage 
does, and no more, 

In taking out, commence where you left 
off in filling, and youcan roll up each arm- 
ful by itself the samo as it was put down. 
What I feed to my milch cows I chop up 
about a foot long ; not that they eat it any 
cleaner but that they stand more quiet 
while milking. My chopping block is a log 
4 feet long and 8 or 10 inches through, 
and raised on legs about 24 feet high. 
The upper side has six one inch pins a foot 
long, one pair near each end of block and 
one pair in the middle ; said pina slanting 
apart like the top of asawbuok, An arm- 
fol of ensilago placed between those pins 
can be chopped four or five times without 
moving, or can be cut off at the end and 
then moved slong any length desired. I 
do not say that storing fodder corn in the 
silo is the best way, but ic is the poor 
man’s way; those who are unable to 
get the necessary machinery for cut- 
ting are tho ones who feel the want of 
tho wilo if any one. I think aleo that 
as much or more can be stored in the same 
space, and from what I road, that it keeps 
an well an if cut. I have just finished food- 
ing one pit, and found but little bhurt— 
about ono inch of the butts that wore against 
tho wall, a little more at tho corners, and 
vory little at the sides, E. L, Travis.

Tho report adds that the resulta now sub- 
mitted of the tests of these five leading va- 
rieties of two-rowed malting barley, over a 
very large area in Canada, are suflicient to 
show that, even in unfavorable seasons for 
barley growing, there is a wide territory 
over which two-rowed barley for the Eng- 
Msh market can be grown with advantage, 
and the yleld obtained from the samples 
sent out, as well as in field culture at tho 
Experimental farms, would indicate that 
heavier crops of two-rowed barley of the 
varieties named could be raised than of the 
ordinary six-rowed barley. It 1s not prac- 
ticable to entirely change any important 
crop in a single season, especially when it 
covers so large an area. It is better for 
many reasons that such a change should 
come more slowly, but it does seem feasible 
to bring this about to a very large extent 
within acomparstively short time.

Belleville Cemetery Company. 

At a late meoting of the Belleville Ceme- 
tery Company, the following report was 
presented by Mr. Jas, Smith, Chairman of 
the Committee on Grounds : 

Tu the President and Directors of the Belle- 
ville Cemetery Company : 

Gentlemen: Your Committee on Grounds 
beg leave to present their report for the year 
ending the 31st December, 1859. 

1, Ata meeting of committee on grounds 
held a: the private office of tho Secretary 
on the lst Feb’y, 1889, a tariff for work in 
Cemetery was considered and recommended 
to the directors, and adopted by the direct- 
ors on the 7th February, and ordered to be 
printed ; also part of by-laws on neglected 
lots, as recommended by committee. But 
after careful observation on the grounds, 
your committee further considered improv- 
ing the tariff, which was adopted by the di- 
rectors on the 9th July. 

2. Your Committeo hold a meeting at the 
Cemetery on the 18th March, and consid- 
ored a better way of watering the lots; they 
recommended the putting up of the wind- 
mill and also iron pipes on the grounds, as 
per plan submitted to the directors, and 
adopted by them on the 27th March. The 
water works have added very much to the 
improvement of lots, Cost of above $432.35, 

3. Your Committee, by careful oxamina- 
tion of grounds, found that it would mate- 
rially add to improvements in the Cemetery 
to have more tile drains put in, and they 
rocommended the same to the directors, 
which was adopted by them on tho 2d July. 
Tho drains your committee haye had put 
down have given good satisfaction, and the 
suporintendent reported to us that whore 
drains have been put down and excavations 
made, he found no water, 

The drains can be seen by a red line on 
plan of grounds, Length of tilodrains 108 
rods and 6 foot at $168.97. Length of 
west open drain 42 roods and 14 foot ab 
$18. Longth of all tho other open drains 
68 rods and 6 foot, and 121 feet of atone 
culverta at $35. 

4. There has boon a very marked im- 
provement in keeping lots in ropair during 
thia yoar in the comotery, bub thore is st!ll 
room tor moro improvement in the future, 
no there are o groab number of nogleoted 
lots that should be attended to by propric- 
tors who should be interested thoreln.

Yo 
affirmed that the Dominion Government was 
at fault for not oven attempting to suppress 
the lawless mob which had molostod Mis 
Wright and her little band of Christian work- 
era, “When the groat Orange riots occurred in 
Montreal,” continued Mr, Charlton, ‘tho 
Government of Mr, Mackenzie guaranteed to 
that body of mon civil and roligious rights 
and they were enabled to parade tho streets 
of Montreal, This wasa procedent for tho 
Government of today, Every citizen of 
Canada should be entitled to protection from 
the Government in the performance of civil 
or religious rights, This was refused to Miss 
Wright.’ 

Sir John Macdonald sald that the various 
provinces of the Dominion were responsible 
for the administration of the criminal law, 
The Dominion Government was powerless to 
{nterfere. Except in case of rebellion the 
Fedoral Government did not feel itself dis 

1 to interfore in such matters, Mr, 
‘ereler, the promoter of the Jesuits’ cause, 
was the proper person toapply to, It wasa 
matter puroly within the province of tho 
Queboo authoritio,, Any two magistr ato 
sould have called out the militia to preserve 
the peace if necuury, 

Mr, Chariton replied bub jwas frequently

TREASURER ROSS BRINGS DOWN HIS 
FINANCIAL STATEMENT.

Mr. Itoss first presented a statement of the |

#5005, and other receipts, among which aro 
drainage works’ ssessmonts, $17,486, and 
Toronto asylum sale of lands, $119,851, mak- 
ing a total, exclusive of drainage debentares, 
of $3,409,885, The drainage debentures bring 
the total up to $3,538,405, ‘Thisis greatly in 
excess of tho estimated receipts, Honorable 
gentlemen and nowspapors working in their 
“interests were continually proclaiming that 
tho surplus was a myth and tho assets n sham. 
*Butin refutation of such allogations Mr. Ross 
proposed a simple problem, Tho interest 
amounted to $355,000, or over $25,000 in ex- 
cows of the estimates, If there were no 
revenue-producing assets from whence camo 
tho interest! Receipts amounting to $35,000 
represented 5 per cent, on upwards of $7,000,- 
000, and where such shadow oxisted there 
must surely be somo substance. Mr, Ross 
then gave the yearly receipts from 1886 to 
1880 inclusivo, as follows:

Or a total of $1,849,328 and an average per 
Yoar of $397,532, This ropresented a capital 
of over o million and a half of money. 

Coming to the Crown Lands Department, 
the treasurer pointed out that the estimated 
receipts were exceeded by 806,455. In 1884 
he had undertaken to meet a cry that the 
revenue from Crown Lunds was diminishing 
rapidly, but he had produced figures cover- 
ing 11 years demonstrating the falsity of that 
cry. Ho quoted these figures for 1884-1880 
inclusive showing that the average receipts 
worg, $979,000, while the average for the 
previous 11 years amounted to only 
$051,038, It might he asserted that 
the bonuses had been included in 
these later receipts. So also it might bo 
claimed with regard to former years, but de- 
ducting these bonuses the average had been 
$724,000 against $651,038 for the 11 years 
above mentioned. 4 

‘The estimated receipts from the Department 
of Education were $22,000; theactual revenue 
amounted to $35,859,71, 

With regard to tho revenue from licenses, 
whilo the estimate had been $260,000, the 
actual receipts amounted to $302,734, But in 
making this estimate the probability of the 
Scott Act being repealed in some of the 
counties had been taken into consideration, 
By taking this into consideration it had been 
objected that the yote in such counties would 
be prejudiced, but a financial officer of the 
Goyernment was fully justified in taking all 
probabilities into consideration, 

‘The actual result had been that in all the 
counties the act had been repaled, It 
had been stated in the previous year fthat if 
allrepealed the act and the same li were 
to be issued as in 1885, the additional reyenuo 
would be $78,000. The consequence of the 
action of the counties was an additional 
reyonuo of only $62,734, In 1886 the license 
feos had been increased and the return of 
licenses issued showed that a high license had 
produced tho effect of decronsing the number, 

Tho beliof existed among temperance ad- 
yocates that the fewer places existing in 
which liquor was sold the lew, drinking there 
would be, And this idea was probably well 
founded. Temperance people would no doubt 
discern that owing to the increase of fees by 
the actof 1886.a direct influence was exercised

Tho highest court of the United States, 
whose centennial commemoration is at hand, 
holds a unique place inour form of govern- 
ment and one not found in any other govern: 
mental system. It wields a power greater 
than is exercised by any other judicial trib- 
unal in the world, In no country of Europe 
or the east has any court authority to make, 
or unmake, the supreme law of the land, to 
limit the prerogatives of tho sovereign, to 
control the powers of the legislature, to shape 
the form of government, 

These functions are exercised by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. It holds 
a power nbove that of the chief magistrate 
of the nation, superior to that of Congress 
higher than that of any state, and equaled 
only by that which made, or can amend the 
Constitution, It can change the relations 
between the state and the nation. It can 
extend or restrict either the central power or 
state sovereignty. In short, it can make, or 
unmake, the constitutional law of the coun- 
try.—Feb, Forum.

cceds six or eight feet. This knowledge 
of grafting annuals may be utilized!and 
made protitable, especially when the po- 
tato is forced to ripen seed by engrafting 
or inarching on the tomato, 

Cucumbers may be grown ona high 
trellis, or around the upper story win- 
dows of any building by training one of 
the wild cucumber vines—either Sicyos 
angulatus, the single seeded or star cu- 
cumber vine, or the Echinocystes, or 
wild balsam apple — either which 
grows fifty or sixty feet in a single sea- 
son up to the desired height. This 
easily done by sowing cucumber seed of | 
any of the garden varicties in 9 flower 
pot, and when the plant is six or eight 
inches high’ joining it to one of these 
wild vines when it has reached the de- 
sired height, Merely scraping the bark 
of each and tying them firmly together 
with any soft material is sufficient. 
They will unite in about ten or twelve 
days, or sooner, and produce fruits at a 
height to which the garden cucumber 
could never attain. 


In the Orchard. 

Standard apples, according to one au- 
thority, ought to be planted thirty feet 
apart each way; Dwarf apples ten to 
twelve feet. By a judicious selection of 
the three kinds, sumnier, autumn and 
winter apples, constant succession 
may be relied on throuhont the year, 
The following are a few of tho best for 
the different seasons: ummer—Early 
Strawberry, Early Harvest, Sweet 
Bough, Red Astrachan, Golden Sweet.

The use 
of carpets, rugs, ete., ought always to be 
avoided,

Not only is 
the cock 5 ngly beautiful, but the 
hen, in her coat of neat, light ¢ , is 
very pleasing to the eye, The modern 
silver duckwing hen, when well bred, 
will reproduce her color in her pulléts 
60 accurately Unat it is often difficult to 
distinguish one from the other, If gold- 
en and black ted red blood is kept 
out, according to the authority quoted, 
Silvers can be made to breed as true as 
any blucls breasted, reds, if properly col- 
oved birds are secured to start with, 

A well colored silver coek should haye 
no black or even dark stripes in hackle, 
though at the extreme lower part of the 
hackle feathers show a slight streak in 
center that should not condemn an other- 
wise Well colored cock. If this slight 
marking is not too dark and distinct, 
and does not extend to any considerable 
(istance up on the hackle, itis not con- 
sidered dangerous in a breeding male if 
the general appearance of néel: is clear, 
Yet an absolutely puro faither is pref- 
ergble, A perfectly black breast and 
nner parts bhould be required in a breed- 
iny cock, as there isa tendency to show 
white specks if encouraged in the least. 

Sometimes a, cockerel with slight 
streaks in lower hackle will show a per- 
fectly clear neck the next year and after- 


ward, while it.as often happens thata 
cockerel with solid black breast and un- 
der parts will show specks in breast when 
two years old, It is quite important to 
lave the back and saddle feathers even 
and free from spots or blotches of black 
or rusty feathers, The saddle oho? be 
as free from stripes as possible, ever 
uce golden miles or those at all brassy 
on shoulder, and select acock as freefrom 
yellowish or creamy tinge as you can 
Sclect the narrowest and closest feather, 
and allow no dirty colored or soft feath- 
ered males to be kept for breeders. * 


Butehiering on the arm, 

Butchering on the farm, which is usu- 
ally at its height before the holidays, has 
in many sections been deferred beyond 
the usual period on account of the un- 
precedentedly moist and warm weather 
that has been prevailing far into win- 
ter, Itshould be tho aim to kill hogs 
in dvy, frosty weather, when they may 
hang cut over night und become thor- 
oughly cooled through, Pork is more 
often lost from the effects of unfavorable 
weather at killing time, such as we 
have been experiencing for weeks, than 
from improper salting afterwards, 

It is far better to keep hogs already fat 
enough to kill until the atmosphere is 
exactly right than to kill them in warm, 
muggy weather, Fat hogs cool slow! 
and unl the animal heat is entir 
gone before the meat is packed away 
there is great danger of its spoiling. 
After hogs are killed, if the weather im- 
mediately sets in warm and rainy the 
carcasses cannot be kept waiting long 
for acool change to come, and where 
cut up and salted while in a soft and 
slippery condition, far more than the 
usual care will be required to save the 
meat. On the other hand, a retention of 
animal heat sufficient to work injury 
may be occasioned by allowing the newly 
dressed hogs to hang in an atmosphere 
so cold that the outside will be frozen 
havd before the internal heat has been 
expelled.

EAST HASTINGS. 


Tho Grits of East Hastings, with Messrs. 
Bain, M.P., and Harcourt, M.P.P., as at- 
tondant phy: 5, labored at Canifton on 
St. Valentino's day, and brought forth—S. 
B. Burdett, M.P., for the Commons, and 
N. Vermilyea for tho Ontario Legislature. 

Probably the choice was aa good as could 
bo made, in view of the fact that gentle- 
mon who stand higher in the estimation of 
the public than do the nominees, refused 
to allow their names to be submitted to the 
conyention. Woe are therefore inclined to 
regard the nominations os more satisfactory 
to the Conservatives of the riding than to 


ho miay as woll prepare for that retirement 
from political life which he professed to de- 
siro, i 

Mr. Vermilyea has at length, after yoars 
of intriguing and open ondeayor to that 
end, and in tho face of a groat disappoint- 
ment, secured a nomination for the Logis 
Jature, But there his gratification will end, 
for he will not attain the goal of his ambi- 
tion —‘* the applause of listening tes to 
command.” In the election of 1886, Mr. 
Vermilyoa was confident that-he wi ld be 
the nominee of his party, and, in advance 


canvassing on his own behalf ; but he found 
that the party did not place ao high an eati- 
mate upon him as he did upon himaolf, and 

was,to his great chagrin, thrust aside to 
make room for Mr. Harford Ashley. The 
certainty of Mr, Ashley's olection was loudly 
proclaimed by the candidate and his organ ; 
but a majority of 106 in favor of Mr. Hud- 
son was the result. Now, with no other 
available person of means at their disposal, 
the Grit party have accepted the man whom 
they rejected in 1886, as a sort of ‘* Hob 
son's choice,” 

This little bit of history is rocited for the 
benefit of Mr. Vermilyea and his organ, 
who haye for some months past been indul- 
ging in prophecies of the easy tark they 
will have in defeating Mr. Hudson. That 
gentlemen has not yet been chosen as the 
Conservative candidate, but that he will be 
the choice of the party wo have no doubt, 
and itis equally certain that ho will prove 
a yory hard man to beat. In 1883 and 
1886 he defeated the strongest men in the 
Grit ranks in the riding; and they will find 
him equaily able and energetic and even 
inore popular, in the next contest, come 
when it may. 

Boasting does not win elections, as our 
opponents in East Hastings ought to have 
learned from the results of former contesta 
against Mr, Hudson. They will find him 
ready for action and supported unanimously 
by his party when tho proper time arrives, 


MARKETS AND PRODUCTION, 

Under this heading the London Free Press 
discourses very sensibly as follows :—The 
agricultural depression in the States is to 
bo made the subject of an official inquiry, 
4 Congressional committes having been ap- 
pointed for that purpose. And tt is to in- 
guiro, amongst other things, into the lawr 
rolating to the inspection of grain, the reg: 
ulations governing warehouses or elevators 
used for the storage or shipment of farm 
prooucts, the feasibility of providing for 
inter state inspection of cerouls, the relation 
of railways and transportation rates to the 
prices of products, and tho influence of the 
tariff on the prices cf necessaries of life aud 
its effect on the agricultural industry. The 
mattors atated are illuatrative of thefact that 
the “market of sixty millions” does not af- 
ford the American farmer any immunity 
from general competition. Ths chiof point 
of consumption being in England, tho on 
deavor on the part of the consumors 
thore is to secure a sutticiency of bread 
stuffs at the lowent possible price, and in 
view of the rapidity and cheapness of 
freights tho farming community at largo 
% brought into active compotition at the 
neipal place of sale. All have to aub- 
mit to this, whether ho be a Russian, 
American, Onnadian or British farmer, 
Tho fact that sorious agricultural depres 
sion oxiats in the States, to an extent that 
demands inquiry, is a sufficient auswor to 
those who have been found to pretond that 
All that is necessary to the enrichment of 
the Canadian farmer is to to place him in 
compotition with his American neighbors 
at homo as woll as abroad, This fallacy 
seoms to have had ita day, however, and 
the more reasonable conclusion ia that the 
market is not of so much consequonce na 
the bettermont of production, If the 
cattle, butter, choose, barloy, fruit and 
8 | other exportable articles wore all brought 
f| up to the highent possible standard of ox 
colloncs the quostion of market would 
sottlo itaelf to the satisfaction of all con 
cerned.

Notes from the Gallery.

Understanding yesterday was to be the 
day on which the Treasurer was to make 
his annual statement, 1 was present when 
the House opened. Taking a look around 
the Chamber I saw the members from your 
county in their seats none the worse for 
wear. I suppose the mombers for the 
North and Kast are likely to como back, but 
I imagine Ostrom depends principally as to 
whethor he gets the nomination at the con- 
vention, He is an industrious member 
and at the last session did a large amount 
of practical work. He is alittle too philo- 
sophical as a debater. As a rulothe House 
listens badly to this class of talk. He has 
a sound judgment and any amount of ap- 
plication, 1 think his frionds in the House 
would be glad to see him hack. I seo by 
the papers that the member for North Has- 
tings has already introduced two bills—one 
providing for the registration of receipts 
given for payments on mortgages, the other 
to make tho ballot secret. Most people are 
under the impression that it is secret now, 
but on inquiry, I find it really is not. Ono 
a scrutiny it can trace the elector to his 
yote, and an unscrupulous deputy return: 
ing officer can do tho same thing, Why 
not follow the Dominion practice. That 
works well, I note tho papers say Mr, 
Wood's bill is on o line with the 
municipal ballot. Thatseems a good idéa, 

The Speaker, if you asked him, I fanc: 
would say, **Quite well; thank you—all well 
with you ? glad to see you back,” and he no 
doubt would state the exact truth in saying 
so. He is genial and pleasant in his man- 
ner, and quite up to thé last Speaker, al- 
though many did not think ho would suc- 
ceed as well. It is nota very «erious inat- 
ter to preside over tho Ontario Assembly ; 
it is a very edly body of men. 

But [ sce the Treasurer, A. M. Ross, has 
risen to move the Houad into Committee of 
Supply, and nervously handles the papers 
in tront of him, which means that ho is 
about to speak. The speaker is not blessed 
with a very pleasant manner, and | under- 
stand is very far from popular with his own 
side of the House. ltis freely remarked 
that it is his last session; he (Mr. Ross) 
never was popular with the Opposition ; he 
is popular with himself beyond adoubt, and 
during his speech talked bravely of what ho 
“would” and ‘would not” do with the Do- 
minion Government. It is generally believed 
he is not so brave as ho makes believe when 
ho discusses the questions with the Finance 
Minister at Ottawa; he swells out hero, but 
gets to his natural proportions there ; he is 
@ narrow man, and a pessimist. His state- 
ment was not very clear, or else your cor 
respondent was not very sharp, for I failed 
to understand what he enid was as clear as 
possible. He made his old foolish attempt 
to palm off the idea that annuities were not 
debts—that is, if the Government borrows 
4 million of dollars (which it has) and agrees 
to pay in the form of annuities, that is, an 
equal annual sum fora certain number of 
yeare, it is not a debt until it becomes due, 
fs itis not what he termsan liability ‘ar 
present payable.” If he fools himeelf, he 
don't deceive anyone else, who has any fair 
share of intelligence, 1t would be a good 
way to got rich, Mr. Editor, Why, if you 
oan get credit, borrow $50,000, pass pro- 
ceeds of loan to your credit,and as the loan 
is not ab ‘present pnyable,” why you 
don't owe it, and you are worth $60,000 
lets oxpenge of loan. This is just what 
this sapient Treasurer tried to persuade 
the House yesterday afternoon. 

Ho was followed by H. E. Olarke, of 
Toronto, who knocked that idea into a 
cocked hat, beyond doubt, to the convic- 
tion of every member in the House or gal- 
lery, excopt the Treasurer, who said Olarke 
was wrong. Convinced against his will, he 
remained of the samo opinion atill. Olarke 
of Wollington, followed. He doesnot often 
speak in the House.

Testing of the Vitality and Vigor 
of Seed, 
To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Tho summer of 1889 was not favorable 
one in some parts of the Dominion for ma- 
turing a high quality of seed grain. Rust 
prevailed to such an extent us to interfere 
with its usual development and plumpness. 
Where tho rust was sovere tho grain is un-

Mining Disasters. 
Abersychan, where the great mine cal- 
amity took place last week, 1s a Monmouth- 
shire town of some 17,000 inhabitants, It 
possesses extensive iron works, and in the 
district that surrounds it theré are a num 
ber of large coal mines. It is estimated 
that in England alone over 1,000 persons 
lose their lives every year by explosions in 
coal mines. In 1862 an explosion took 
place in the Risca mine, noar Newport, 
and within a few miles only of tho scene of 
Jasb week's explosion.- At that time 145 
lives wore lost. In 1850 another disaster 
took place in the same mine, on which 
occasion 120 minora perished, In 1862, 
202 men and boys perished in the great 
Hartley mine disaster. At Lundhill,South 
Yorkshire, 189 minera wore killed by an 
explosion of inflammable gas, in 1876,145 
wore suffocated in the Swaithe mine, near 
Barnsley, In 1877, over 250 persons por- 
ished in the explosion of tho Blantyre

The Dead Now Yorker Loaves nf Estate

New York, Feb, 22.—Tho wealth of John 
Jacob Astor, who died to-day from heart 
disease, is estimated at $150,000,000, He 
founded the Astor Library mainly through 
the influence of W: in Irving and 
Fitz Green Halleck. The bulk of the fortune 
will go to the son, William W, Astor. 

John Jacob Astor was the eldest son of the 
late William Astor and grandson of the 
original John Jacob Astor, who founded the 
fortunes of the family, In 1875 his father 
died, leaving John Jacob atwo-third share of 
his estate, valued at $200,000,000, During 
the civil war Mr, Astor went to the front 
and served with credit as an aide-de-camp 
to Gen. McClellan, Mr, Astor was born in

| plies the liquor, be liable to a penalty of not 

loss than $10 and not exceeding §20 for cach 
offence, 

Anotber clause relates to the powers 
of inspectors, policemen, constables or officers 
in dealing with unlicensed premises, 

Tho last clause deals with the powers of 
municipal councils as to prohibiting the salo 
of liquor and enacts: 

‘The council of every township, city, town and 

indorporated village may pass bylaws for pro- 
hibiting the sale by retail of spirituous, fermented 
or other manufactured liquors in any tavern, 
inn or other house or place of public entertain- 
ment, and for prohibiting altogether the sale 
thereof in shops and plhees other than houses of 
iblic entertainment, Irovided that the bylaw, 
before the flial passing’ thereof, has been duly 
approved of by the, electors of. the municipality 
in the manner provided by the sections in that 
behalf of the funtelpat Act, Provided further 
that nothing in this section contained khall be 
construed into an exerolae of jurisdiction by the 
Legislature of the Proviige of Ontario beyond the 
revival of the provisions, of this section which 
were in force at the date of the passing of the 
British North America Act, and which subsequent 
legislation of this provines purported to repeal.

A Batch of New Bila Introducél—The 
Liquor Mensure, | 

Tononto, Feb, 26,—Tho biggest batch of 
bills presented any day this session was 
introduced at the Assembly yesterday, 
among them being one by Mr, Meredith 
respecting registry offices, The meas- 
are gives to county councils the power 
of appointing registrars and to enable 
councils to pass bylaws for funding tho 
of the office and for the payment of the 
registrar and clerks by salaries, It also pro- 
vides that with regard to present incumbents 
the salary shall be fixed by the county coun- 
cil, The present incumbent will be entitled 
to retain his office if he so desires. 

Mr, Harcourt introduced a bill to incor 
porate the Dunnyille, Allercliffe & Southern 
Railway Company. The line to run from 
Dunnville through Moulton Township to 
Allercliffe station on the Canada Southorn 
Railway Company, thence through to South- 
ville in Lincoln county, 

4ne AWworney-Weneral then movea ror vue 
second reading of the bill for expediting the 
decision of constitutional and other provin- 
cial questions, Tho measure provides for the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council to refer any 
constitutional question, particularly such as 
relate to the constitutionality of the provin- 
cla! statutes, to the courts of Ontario, There 
is at present somewhat similar provision, but 
the difference is that under the present law 
an action is to be brought, which is dispensed 
with by the proposed legislation. Similar 
legislation exists in the Old Country for re- 
ferring matters to the Privy Council and in 
the Dominion for reference to the Superior 
Court. The difference between this law 
and other laws is that an appeal here 
made tothe Supreme Court, is binding like 
an ordinevy action and judges must give 
their reasons tor judgment upon it, 

Mr. Meredith objected that the case in 
such matters must of necessity be’ prepared 
by the Government here, but Mr, Mowat 
replied by saying that provision ix made for 
yopresenting all parties before the courts 
although the case itself may be ex parte. The 
bill then received {ts second reading.

A MOUNTAIN OF WATER, 


The Arizona Disaster—Terrible Loss of Life

There aro many {astra of the odd 
pertics and relation of numbers; but one 
of the most intoresting and renarkable iy that 
known as Bodo's Law.

it Those cight planots and their satellites 
and tho minor planets, known as asteroids, 
form, together with the sun, what is known 
as the solar system. 

Astronomers have calculated with romark-

) from cach other and from tho sun. 

Now, at ono time, Mercury, Venus, Earth, 
Mars, Jupiter and turn were the only 
planets known to astronomers, neither tho 
asteroids, nor Urauus, nor Neptune yet hav- 
ing been discovered t

The surprising accuracy, howoye 
Which thé series represented the distance 
the other planots, caujed many astronome 
to firmly beliove that the number 28 stood for 
an undiscovered planot, 

When, some years later, upon tho discovery 
of tho planct Uranus, it was found that tho 
position of this plant was vory well repre 
sented by tho next term of Bode's sories, 106, 
an organized search for.tho suspected planet 
was determined npon, 

A society of astronomers was formed for 
this purpose, and a certain section of the 
heavens assigned to each member of tho 
society,

Preserving Cut Vlowers. 


ASt. Louis florist is responsible for 
the following: 

The best way is to pack the flowers in 
ice. This is a sure preservative, espe- 
cially if a little salt is sprinkled over the 
crystalline surface, Another moée in 
Which flowers are sent in complete pre- 
servation, even to Europe, is to pack 
them closely in tin cans, covering the 
stems with moist cotton. Over all a 
layer of wet cotton is placed. At the 
end of the sea voyage the buds and 
flowers will be found fresh and fragrant 
as at the beginning. To keep the flowers 
bright from day to day—that is, cut flow- 
ers—it is only nec y to sprinkle with 
water, place the stems deep in moisture, 
and, if necessary, put a light layer of 
cotton over them, Flowers can be made 
to last a long time if carefully watched, 
but they require the delicate nurture of 
a lover of blossoms.

threo ingredients together, by heat, and 
apply it while warm. ‘Tho wood gurface 
should be kept moderately heated durix 
the process, for best effect, The mate- 
rials should be rubbed on with a pad of 
compact rags, One coat properly pian 
aged will do if well saturated, espectally 
in the joints and parts that » most 
liable to shrink or admit of air and we 
ter. This Ikind of emulsion is an adhe- 
sive wood filler; retains a firm, good body 
a long timo under all conditions of 
weather. Much pains and care should 
bo taken to spread even and regular over 
all the surface in a skillful manner as 


rapidly as possible, etc, 


Tho Russet Apple. 
There are two or threo varieties of rus- 
set, varying considerably in quality, The 
kind most commonly grown, according 
to American Cultivator, is the English 
russet, of not Very high quality, but val- 
r productiveness and as o late 
The golden russet of western 
k is a better apple, equally pro- 
ductive, and is of better quality latex in 
the season than any other apple. All the 
russets have rich flesh, and are not very 
jui Cider nade from them commands 
ahigher pricethan from other apples, 
though only those too small for 1 ot 
or otherwiso unsalable are used. The 
russet tree comes cirly into bearing, as 
it never makes an immoderate growth of 
wood, Its spreading habit of growth 
checks the leading shoots and induces 
fruitfulness. After it gets to bearing, it 
needs ve high manuring. It would 
often be better if the fruit were thinned, 
as the fruit sets abundantly, and in its 
early stages its thicker skin and sourness 
make it less likely than some other vari- 
eties to be thinned by the codling moth, 


The Thermometer In Butter Making. 

Our object is to emphasize the import- 
ance of using a thermometer to make 
sure of having the temperature of the 
cream just right, 80 as to insure both 
good quality of butter and less labor in 
churning. On this point an extract from 
an article in the Farmers’ Review, by A.

Mutton the Pirst Cousideration.

My Siloes, aro plastered, the last coat 
being pure cement. On opening in the 
fall of 1888 I found the onsilage spoiled on 
all sides from 2 to 5 inches, and more in 
the corners. I began to study as to the 
caure of this mould, and camo to the con: 
clusion that it was becauso of the porous 
nature of the plastered walls, they having 
admitted the air in sufticient quantity to 
cause it. This opinion was confirmed by 
learning of the experience of another in an 
adjoining town, He had .be same trouble 
the firat time ho filled his silo, and before 
filling again, wishing to have it sweet and 
clean, scraped and whitewashed the walls. 
I was in his silo after it wos opened this 
time, and the enajlago was good right out 
to the walls, I think the white wash 
closed the pores of the cement. I scraped 
all refuse from tho walis, and painted with 
hot gas tar, in which I dissolved nearly 3 
Ibs, of resin to the gallon, putting in about 
1 qt. of common burning oil (to mako it 
npread easily), Tho result is, my onsilage 
is good right out to the walls.

Champion Strong Men, 
The champion strong men of New Bruns- 
wick are tho Boese family of St, Jacques, 
Madawaska, They lumber every winter on 
# small scale and the prosont winter are 
hauling for James Boyd, of Tay Creek, on 
Biue River, They haul all their timber 
without any horses, the three brothers com 
prising the team. Four years ago the 
writer paid them $550 for what timber 
they had hauled in five weeke, without any 
team whatever, From the 10th to the Slat 
of January this winter they hauled 600 
pieces to the browa that scaled twelve to 
the thoueand. Tho largest log hauled by 
them (two men and a 16 year old boy) was 
18 feet long and 36 inches at the top, white 
spruce, scaled nearly 1,000 feet.

He could havo been governor of 
Georgia, but refused it, He could have been 
sonator of tho United States, but declined it, 
Ho remained plain Mr. Grady, Nearly all 
the other orators of the political arona, a3 
s00n as the elections are over, go to Washing- 
ton, or Albany; or Harrisburt, or Atlanta, 
to got in city or state or national office asire- 
ward for their sorvices, and not gotting what 
they want spend tho of the time of that 
administration in pouting about the manage 
ment of public affairs or cursing Harrison or 
Cleveland, When tho great political cam- 
paigns were over Mr, Grady went home to 
his newspaper, He demonstrated that itis 
possible to toil for principles which he thought 
to bo right, simply because they were rights 

Again, Mr, Grady stood for the new south, 
and was just what wo want to moot threo 
other men, ono to speak for the new north, 
another for the new east and another for tho 
new west. The brayest speech made for the 
last quarter of a contury was that mado by 
Mr, Grady at tho New England dinner in 
Now York about two or three years ago. I 
sat with him that evening and know some- 
thing of his anxioties, for he was to tread on 
dangerous ground and might by one miss- 
poken word have antagonized forever both 


thought of him. Memorial orations and 
avostone epitaphs are often mean enough, 
or they say ofa man atter bo fs dead that 
hich ought to have been said of him while 
living. One garland for a living brow is 
worth more than a mountain of japonicas 
and calla lilies heaped on a funeral casket, 

His father dead, Houry W, Grady, a boy 
fourteen years of age, took up the battle of 
life. It would require a long chapter to 
record the names of orphans who have come 
tothe top. When God takes away tho head 
of the household he very often gives to some 
Jad in that household a special qualification, 
Christ remembers how that His own fathor 
died early, leaving Him to support Himself 
‘ oe His mother and His brothers in the 

‘mrpenter’s shop at Nazaroth, and Ho is in 
“sympathy with all boys and all young men 
in the struggle. You say: “Oh, if my 
father had only lived I would have had a 


better education and I would have 
had a more promising start, and 
here are somé wrinkles on my 


brow that would not have been there.” 
But I haye noticed that God makes a spocial 
way for orphans, You would not have been 
half the man you are if youlind not been 
obliged to. fight your own battles. What 
other boys got out of Yale_ or Harvard you 
got in the University of Hard Knocks, Go 
among successful merchants, lawyers, phy- 
ficjans aud men ofall occupations and pro- 
fesions, aud there aro many of them that 
will tell you: “At ten, or twelve, or 
fifteen years of age t started for myself; 
fathor was si or father was dead.” But 
somehow they got through and got up. 1 
account for it by the fact that there is a 
special dispensation of God for orpha: All 
hail tho fatherless and motherless! _ Tho 
Lord Almighty will see you through, Early 
Obstacles for Mr. Grady were only the means 
for development of his intellect and heart.
